Last week I discussed with | 


you the popularity of the Lin- 
coln Cent, and these coins in

This week I will stay in the 


same line of thought, and dis- | 
cuss with you a coin that doesn’t | 


seem to enjoy the high interest 
of the Lincoln Cent. 


Although not completely ig- 
nored by collectors, the Buffalo 


| Nickel has been overshadowed 


by other coins, and seems dis- 
liked. The urge to complete a 
Buffalo Nickel collection is not 
as great among collectors as the 
Lincoln Cent or Indian Cent. 








Why is this? It’s true that 
the earlier Buffalos dated from 


1913 to 1928 are hard to find 
with good clear dates. This is 
not true all the time; I have 
found keys and semi-keys in 
change, and have satisfied my 
curiosity by looking through a 
few rolls, and have beeen lucky, 
finding a 1917S, 18S, 19S and 
26S in good condition, plus later 
dates and mints that will prove 
rewarding in the years ahead. 


Of the 62 issues of the Buffa- 
lo Nickel, from all mints, 40 of 
these issues were under 15 mil- 
lion. Compare this to the de- 
mand for the Indian Cent, of 
which there were 54 issues, 8 
less than the Buffalo Nickel, 
and only 18 issues under 15 
million! 


I do not predict the Buffalo 
Nickel will be in such great de- 
mand by 1964 that the premium 
now asked for a 1927D will dou- 
ble, it will cost you $1.00 in 
1964, but ten years from now the 
so-called “common” Buffalo 
Nickels will be harder to find 
and costlier to buy.
